The trouble in Wilmington com­ 
menced when an armed body of citi­ 
zens, numbering about 400, and led by 
ex-Representative Waddell,chairman of 
a comiuitiee of 25 appoinCtMi for the 
purpose, prcweeded to the publishing 
house 
ot a 
negro newspaper, The 
Recoi-d, to wreck it. The editor of this 
paper had published an article - defama­ 
tory of white women and a massmeet- 
iug of citizens ordered his expulsion 
from the city within 34 hours and the 
removal uf his press. Fifteen h ading 
negroes were calk'd iu by the commit­ 
tee of 35 and direi ted to notify the 
chairman next morning whether* they 
would agn^ to the removal of the press. 
They were informed that if no answer 
was rettitfiwr the jire.-.s would be de­ 
molished. 
No answer was received by the chair­ 
man, and after waiting awhile, the citi- i 
zeus proceeded in a body and ilemol- 
ished the fixtures of the printing office. 
The building was also firiHi and gutted. 
The leaders say this action was the 
work of irrespousible persons, and as 
soon as the fire was discovered the tire 
de{)artment was called to extinguish it. 
The burning of the printing office 
created a gi eat (Kjinuiutiou among the 
m groesof the town. The rumor .spread 
that the w'hites were going to burn and 
murder in the negro quarters. This 
rumor reached the uegn> employes of a 
cotum compress, numbering 8(iu or 400, 
wlio quit work and hung about the 
streets iu manifest terror. Other par­ 
ties congregated m the negro stiction 
and it was iu one of these that the first 
tragedy was euaiTed. The men were 
standing on a corner and were ordered 
to di>i>er.se. Tliey declined and, it is 
claimed, fired into the whites. 
A fusiiaile was immediately opened 
upon tnem by the whites au« i three ne­ 
groes were killed. Two whites were 
woiiutled slightly. One negro ran down 
the street and, passing a residence, fired 
a rifle at William Mayo, white, staiid- 
iiig 
on 
the veranda, slioiajng him 
througii the lelt lung. This negro was 
rei'ugnized, pursued aud eaptured while 
hiding under a bed.

In the meantime the fow ' 11 was in a 
Slate of excitement. The whites rushed 
to the scene from every direction, the 
local military company was ordered out 
and a battalion ot United i^tates naval 
reserves proc< eded to the viciiiitv of the 
trouble with a rapid firing gun. 
Negroes in a house tired upon a pass­ 
ing party of white men. The house was 
surrounded and four negroes captured 
and taken to the jail. One negro broke 
« w'ay and ran, but was shot down and 
killed before ho had proceeded half a 
block. 
There were other affairs of this kind, 
and eight iKgrtHiH were killt^ during 
various times in the disturbed sections 
aud three white men wounded. Their 
names at this time are oukiiown. 
As the news of the not spread through 
the neighbor state cities they offered to 
send help, and ail such offers were de­ 
clined, except IU the laise of Fayette­ 
ville, from which town came about 150 
men.

—T h e 
city is in the hands of a new m unicipal 
governm ent aud law aud order is being 
established. 
T he board of alderm en 
resigned one by one. 
As each alderm an 
vacated the rem ainder elected a snores- 
? >r, nam ed by th e citizens’ com m ittee, 
until th e entire board was changed 
legally. 
They resigned iii respouse to 
public sentim ent. 
The new board is 
composed of conservative D em ocratic 
citizens. 
Hie m ayor aud chief of police then 
resigned and th e new board elected 
th eir .-ueeessors, according to law.

W addell was elected 
m ayor and E. G. Parm elee chief of 
police. 
I he first aet of the new govern­ 
m ent was to sw ear in 250 special police­ 
men, C losen from th e ra n k s of re p u ­

zens com m ittee will rem ain on guard, 
however, throughout th e tow n to pre­ 
vent possible attem pts at incendiarism . 
The new governm ent will devote its a t­

to 
restraining 
recklessness 
am ong the w hites as w ell as keeping 
dow n law lessness am ong th e negroes. 
The trouble in Wilmington com­ 
menced when an armed body of citi­ 
zens, numbering about 400, and led by 
ex - Ueprese n tati ve Waddell,chairman of 
a committee of 25 appointed for the 
purpose, proceeded to the publishing 
house 
of a 
negro newspaper, The 
Record, to wreck it, The editor of this 
paper had published an article defama­ 
tory of white women and a massmeet- 
ing of citizens ordered his expulsion 
from the oity within 24 boors aud the 
removal of his press. Fifteen leading 
negroes were called in by the commit­ 
tee of 25 and directed to notify the 
chairman next morning whether they 
would agree to the removal of the press. 
They were informed that if no answer 
was returned the press would be de­ 
molished. 
No answer was received by the chair­ 
man, aud atter waiting awhile, the citi­ 
zens proceeded in a body aud demol­ 
ished the fixtures of the printing office. 
The building was also fired and gutted. 
The leaders say this action was the 
work of irresponsible persons, aud as 
soon as the tire was discovered the fire 
department was called to extinguish it. 
The burning of the printing office 
created a great commotion among the 
negroes of the town. The rumor spread 
that the whites were going to baru and 
murder in the negro quarters. This 
rumor reached the negro employes of a 
cotton compress, nam bering 300 or 400, 
who quit work and hang about the 
streets in manifest terror. Other par­ 
ties congregated in the negro section 
and it was in one of these that the first 
tragedy was enacted. ’The men were 
standing on a corner and were ordered 
to disperse. 
Tney declined and, it is 
claimed, fired into the whites. 
A fusilade was im m ediately opened 
upon tnem by th e w hites an a three n e­ 
groes w ere killed. 
Tw o w hites were 
w ounded slightly. One negro ran dow n 
th e street aud, passing a residence, tired 
a rifle a t W illiam Mayo, w hite, stan d ­ 
ing 
on 
the veranda, shooting him 
througn th e left lung. 
T his negro was 
recognized, pursued aud captured w hile 
hiding under a bed. 
It is s u d he con­ 
fessed to th e shooting. 
He w as riddled 
w ith shot by his captors and killed. 
In the m eantim e the tow n w as in a 
stare of excitem ent. The w hites rushed 
to the scene from every direction, the 
local m ilitary com pany was ordered out 
and a battalion of U nited States naval 
reserves proceeded to the vicinity of the 
trouble w ith a rapid firing gun. 
Negroes in a house tired upon a pass­ 
ing party of white men. The house was 
surrounded and four negroes captured 
and taken to the jail. One negro broke 
away and ran, bat was shot down and 
killed before he had proceeded half a 
block. 
There were other affairs of this kind, 
aud eight negroes were killed daring 
various times in tho disturbed sections 
aud three white men wounded. Their 
names at this time are unknown. 
Ab the new s of the riot spread through 
the neighbor state cities they offered to 
send help, and all such offers were de­ 
clined, except in the r;ase of Fayette­ 
ville, from which tow n came about 150 
men. 
As night fell the town was completely 
patrolled 
aud guarded. 
Very few 
negroes were on the streets and they 
were not allowed to congregate any­ 
where. 
The action of the citizens in organiz­ 
ing a new m unicipal government is ex­ 
pected to bring peace aud order. 
It developed later th at the negro com­ 
m ittee sum m oned had agreed to ase 
their good offices to have the press re­ 
moved, although the editor h id disap­ 
peared and they had no authority on 
the premises.

purpose, proceeded to the publishing 
house 
of 
a 
negro newspaper, The 
Record, to wreck it. 
The editor of this 
paper had published an article defam a­ 
tory of w hite women and a massmeet- 
ing of citizens ordered his expulsion 
from the oity within 34 boors aud the 
removal of his press. 
Fifteen leading 
negroes were called in by the com m it­ 
tee of 25 and directed to notify the 
chairman next morning whether they 
woald agree to the removal of the press. 
They were informed that. if no answer 
was returned the press would be de­ 
molished. 
No answer was received by the chair­ 
man, aud after waiting aw hile, the citi­ 
zens proceeded in a b od y aud demol­ 
ished the fixtures of the printing office. 
The building was also fired and gutted. 
The leaders say this action was the 
work of irresponsible persons, aud as 
soon us the tire was discovered the tire 
department was called to extinguish it. 
The burning of the printing office 
created a great commotion among the 
U'*groes of the town. 
The rumor spread 
m at the whites were going to burn and 
murder in the negro quarters. 
This 
rumor reached the negro employes of a 
cotton compress, numbering 800 or 400, 


w h o quit work and hung about the 
streets in manifest terror. 
Other par­ 
ties congregated in the negro section 
and it was in one of these that the first 
tragedy was enacted. ‘The men were 
standing on a corner and were ordered 
to disperse. 
They declined and, it is 
claimed, fired into the whites. 
A fusilade was immediately opened 
upon them by the whites anil three ne­ 
groes were killed. 
Two whites were 
wounded slightly. One negro ran down 
the street aud, passing a residence, tired 
a rifle at W illiam Mayo, w hite, stand­ 
ing 
on 
the veranda, shooting him 
througii the left lung. 
This negro was 
recognized, pursued aud captured while 
hiding under a bed. 
It is said he con­ 
fessed to tim shooting. 
He was riddled 
w ith shot by his captors and killed. 
In the meantime the town was in a 
state of excitement. The whites rushed 
to the scene from every direction, the 
local m ilitary company was ordered out 
and a battalion of United States naval 
reserves proceeded to the vicinity of the 
trouble w ith a rapid firing gun. 
Negroes in a house tired upon a pass­ 
ing party of white mon. The house was 
surrounded and four negroes captured 
and taken to the jail. 
One negro broke 
eway and ran, but was shot down and 
killed before he had proceeded half a 
block. 
There were other affairs of this kind, 
and eight negroes were killed during 
various tim es in tho disturbed sections 
aud three white mon wounded. 
Their 
names at this tune are unknown. 
As the news of the riot spread through 
the neighbor state cities they offered to 
send help, and ail such offers were de­ 
clined, except in the case of Fayette­ 
ville, from which town came about 150 
men. 
As night fell the town was completely 
patrolled 
aud 
guarded. 
Very 
few 
negroes were on the streets and they 
were not a llo w e d to congregate any­ 
where. 
The action of the citizens in organiz­ 
ing a new municipal government is ex­ 
pected to bring peace aud order. 
It developed later that the negro com­ 
mittee summoned had agreed to use 
their good offices to have the press re­ 
moved, although the editor Ii id disap­ 
peared and they had no authority on 
toe premises, 
i his letter, instead of 
being delivered ti* the chairman of the 
committee of 25 in person, was put in 
the mail aud did not reach him till

The editor of this 
paper had published an article defama­ 
tory of white womeu aud a massmeet- 
iug of citizens ordered bin expulsion 
from the oity within 34 hours and the 
removal of his press. 
Fifteen h ading 
negroes were called iii by the commit­ 
tee of 36 and directed to notify the 
chairman next morning whether they 
would agree to the removal of the press. 
They were informed that if uo answer 
was returned the p ro s would be de­ 
molished. 
No auswer was received by the chair­ 
man, and after walling awhile, tile citi­ 
zens proceeded in a body aud demol­ 
ished the fixtures of the printing office. 
The building was also fired and gutted. 
The leaders say this action was the 
work of irresponsible persons, aud as 
soon as the tire was discovered the tire 
department was culled to extinguish it. 
The burning of the printing office 
created a great commotion among the 
negroes of the town. 
The rumor spread 
that the whites were goiug to burn aud 
murder in the negro quarters. 
This 
rumor reached the negro employes of a 
cotton compress, numbering SOU or 400, 
wtio quit work and hung about the 
streets in manifest terror. 
Other par­ 
ties congregated in the negro section 
ami it was in one of these that the first 
tragedy was enacted. 
The men were 
standing on a corner and were ordered 
to disperse. 
They declined aud, it is 
claimed, tired into the whites.

W AsHiNOTos, Nov. 11.— The report of 
j Major General Miles, fomntanding the 
Unit' d Mati s army, was made public 
by din ction of jseoreiary Alger. 
Regarding the war vs uh .'“'pain the re- 
jmrt deals w itll the plans of campaign 
and war preparations: with the San­ 
tiago campaign; with General Miles’ 
operations in Porto Hi ext and* lastly, 
with the important changes in existing 
organization 
w bnh are, in General 
Miles’ opinion, necessary to make the 
army an effective weapon for the de­ 
fense of the i ountry. 
There is an entire absence of auy 
evmenee of direct criticism, though cer­ 
tain sentences in the report are itali­ 
cized, in an apparent desire to justify 
previously expressed plans of details of 
the oarypaigns, and, where it deals with 
events, the document is largely made 
up of a quotation of official dispatches. 
Much of it was made public during 
the exploitation of the controversy be­ 
tween General Miles and 
Secretary 
Alg<r in the 
newspapers. 
General 
Miles again shows, as he did then, that 
he was recognized by Secretary Alger 
as the head ol lh*; army, over Shafter, 
in spite of Alger * statem ent to the con­ 
trary. 
Most of 
tho dispatches were 
printed in the interviews secured by 
the correspondent of a Kansas City 
paper and also tile facts in an interview 
given out by General Miles on h»s re­ 
turn from Porto Ii leo, most all printed 
iu these dispatches at the time. 
After dealing with the Porto Rico 
campaign, he mentions by name spec­ 
ially the ofliccrs of his staff' and the 
general officers engaged and recom­ 
mends a small list of oflicers for pro­ 
motion and brevets, 
Generalizing upon results, the report 
reads: 
“ It is gratifying to record that dar­ 
ing tile war not a single defeat has 
been met aud not a prisoner, color, gun 
or rifle has been captured by the enemy. 
In this respeer, the war has been most 
remarkable and, perhaps, unparalleled. 
Under all circumstance* and in suite of 
many most trying difficulties the troops 
have maintained the fortitude of the 
American character and the honor of 
their arm s.” 
General Miles closes his report with 
some earnest recommendations for the 
improvement of the military service. 
He trusts the experience of the last 
few months will tie valuable to the peo­ 
ple and to the government. 
The valne 
of coast defenses, he says, has been 
proveu and the system should Lie com­ 
pleted without delay. 
He favors the adoption of a standard 
of strength for the army to meet the 
country’s growth aud suggests that it 
bo one soldier for every 1,000 popula­ 
tion, yielding a force of 02,570. 
While 
this force is already provided for, un 
fortunately the authorizing act requires 
the arm v to be reduced to its former 
inadequate basis on the termination of 
the war. 
General M iles, m conclusion, recom­ 
mends the authorization of an auxiliary 
force of native troops in Cuba, Porto 
Rico aud the Philippines, to be officered 
by United States army officers aud not 
exceeding two soldiers for I,(KM) popula­ 
tion of the islands, and all of these in­ 
crease*. he urges, should lie made at 
once. As they ar** o< vital importance.
